“ mutual benefit association,” providing a fund for the families of de- 
ceased clerks, and other employs of Banks, &c. Similar societies 
have been in operation upwards of thirty years in the cities of Edin- 
burgh and London, and have been of essential service. In the “ British 
Linen Company Bank ” alone, a fund was established in the year 1808, 
which at present furnishes an annuity of 50 pounds sterling to every 
widow ; a like amount to every family of three children; or of 40 
pounds where there are two children, or of 30 pounds where there is 
one child only. These facts alone demonstrate the @easibility of the 
measure now suggested. 

We shall also publish the essay of Mr. Chambers, of Edinburgh, on 
Life Insurance; believing that this subject is deriving increased at- 
tention and importance in this country. The enlarged number of Life 
[nsurance Companies in this city indicates the great value of these jnsti- 
tations to the whole country.

RECENT DECISION. 

A case of some interest was tried a few days since, in the Circuit Court, in 
which the Merchants’ Bank of New York, brought an action of fraud against 
Elisha Pedrick, to recover back $2,876, which it was alleged he had induced 
the bank to pay him, by altering a check of William Macfarlane. It seems 
the latter gave a ‘‘ memorandum” check to Mr. Pedrick, and when it became 
due it was exchanged for another, which, being presented at the bank, was 
duly paid to the bearer, although, as now alleged by the clerks of the bank, 
Macfarlane’s account had been closed for nearly six months. 

On the part of the defence, it is contended that the recor“ check was not a 
memorandum check, and that if the bank paid it in error they must look to 
Macfarlane for the recovery of the amount, and ne: from the defendant in 
this suit, who acted in good faith throughent ths wansaction. 

The jury retired under tue charge of the Court, and after an hour’s consulta- 
tion, found for the defendant, adding : ‘‘ we find that the check was not fraudu- 
lently altered by him.”

You will therefore oblige us by giving equal publicity to the fact, thaton a 
thorough examination of all the facts fe the case, the Seeretary of the Trea- 
suty has caused the immediate release of all the property; there being no 
ground whatever for the imputation of fraud, or irregularity against any of the 
parties concerned. 

This case is thus withdrawn from tue courts. It is, however, worthy the 
serious consideration of the public, if it be competent for the government so to 
seize—without proof, and on the most slender suspicion—in the hands of inno- 
cent consignees or purchasers—goods which have been fairly and clearly, 
months previously, passed by its own appraisers. If such be the right of the 
government, there is little security in dealing at all in foreign merchandise ; 
and it would become the government to employ as appraisers those who will 
act only onsubstantial evidence, very different from any in this case,. on mat- 
ters involving so largely private property and individual integrity.

RAIL-ROADS. 


We present in this number elaborate tables of the railroads in the 
United States as far as completed; also of the railroads in Great Britain 
and Ireland. These tables we have made as correct as possible from the 
best sources of information at hand, although imperfect, we believe they 


a part of the American railroads, we are indebted to Minor’s Railroad 
Journal. We shall endeavor to give correct information on this subject, 
and solicit from Railroad Companies the necessary returns and correc- 
tions to enable us to carry out our wishes in this respect. We are aware 
that in procuring and publishing these statistical details, it is necessary 
to draw from the most accurate sources; and we must rely in some 
measure upon the officers of Railroad Companies to examine critically 
our tables as issued with this number. 


BANK STATISTICS. 


We take this occasion to express our thanks to those mavens in 
Augusta (Me.), Vergennes, Boston, Providence, Hartford, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Richmond, Wheeling, and Charleston, who have so promptly 
and fully responded to our applications for information respecting the 
Banks in their vicinity. We regret that the limited time and more 
limited sources for obtaining this information, have not enabled us to pre- 
sent a more complete exhibit of the Banks of the United States. In its 
present shape, however, it is more full than it has ever before been made, 
and but a few weeks will be required to fill up the appropriate details 
from the States which are not now fully given; especially Pennsylvania, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Louisiana, and Missouri. In our exertions to 
make an acceptable sheet to the monied interests we hope the Banks at 
a distance will aid us. 

This gives us an opportunity to say a few words upon the subject of Bank 
statistics. These, like the statistics of State matters generally, of agricul- 
ture, commerce, manufactures, have not received that degree of attention 
from the individual States which their importance deserves. The Bank 
statistics of the States of New York, New Jersey, the New England States, 
and some few others are fully and handsomely given in a pamphlet form, 
presenting in a detailed and also inacondensed manner, the capital, liabili- 
ties, resources, &c., of each institution. But there are some States in 
which these are either not furnished at all, or are in such a shape as not 
to be available. 

From one of the State Capitols we have received from the office of the 
Secretary of State, a reply to our application for such details, and informing 
us that they could be had only among the bulky archives of the State, that 
they had not been issued in a separate form, and that the only shape in 
which they could be furnished was in a MS. copy! The general gov- 
ernment has recently set a good example by instituting a Bureau of sta- 
tistics, with a view to collect information for the use of Congress, the 
Executive Departments, and the whole country, upon the subjects of the 
resources, ital, commerce, manufactures, &c. of the Umted States. 
But this new department of the government cannot accomplish the object 
of its creation unless the individual States will take similar measures for 
themselves, and by their means concentrate the statistics of the whole at 
Washington. 

Our readers are aware that nearly all that hag been done towards pro- 


curing statistical details has been accomplished by individual effort. The 
most elahorate information upon the resources a business of our State 
is to be found in the Annual Registers of Mr. Edwin Williams ; and 
among the most valuable statistical works ever issued in the country, is 
the American Almanac, published at Boston, and prepared by tudividual 
enterprise. Among the most elaborate tabulardetails issued by the general 


~ }government, have been those of Mr. Elisworth (late Commissioner of 


‘atents),* and these, as we have reason to believe, were the dictates of 
his own mind and not authorised or suggested by Congress.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


The steamship Hibernia, arrived at Boston from Liverpool, on Sunday 
morning, 19th, bringing dates to 4th inst. The following is made up from 
the Liverpool papers. 

The Corn market continues firm ; and the fine weather which prevailed 
last week at the sailing of the steamer, having been followed by repeated 
and heavy falls of rain, the market, in the early part of the present week, 
acquired additional firmness, and continues so, with a slight drawback, at 
the present time. 

Liverpool prices for American flour, 27s equal to $6,50 per barrel in bond, 
or over $9 duty paid. 

The import duty on flour is now 10s. 10d. per barrel. $2,60. In some 
instances, recently, Irish flour has receded 1s. per sack, and Canadian, 6d. 
per barrel, influenced by the large arrivals from the West, which amount

The home demand for Iron is daily on the increase—the manufacturers 
are working hard—prices are well supported—and the trade is as brisk as 
it well can be. The export trade, on the contrary, is dull. Pig Iron com- 
mands, in Glasgow, £4 15s; in Liverpool, five guineas. In this town, Bars 
realize £9; Hoops £10 15s ; Sheets, £12; Rails, £12 5s ; and best Refined, 
£11 15s. 
The Wool trade is brisk—a sure proof of the healthy state of the York- 
shire districts. The introductions of the Wools of the United States into 
England is a new feature in this branch of business; and the success which 
has hitherto attended the speculation must lead to a more extensive import 
from the other side of the Atlantic. Our Wool report, it will be seen, 
speaks in terms of encouragement of this new feature, and of the interest 
which it has excited. The fact of the Americans having been previously 
large purchasers of Wool in our markets takes nothing from the novelty— 
the case being now reversed. 
The produce markets are not so active as they have been. Rice is in 
less demand. Sugar has receded a little, with less inquiry, while the price 
of foreign coffee has improved a shade. 
The rate of interest in England is rising, in consequence of the scarcity 
of money, superinduced by railway speculation. 
The Cotton market, which was dull this day week at the sailing of the 
Great Britain, still continues in an inactive state. The quotations on 
most descriptions, except Sea Islands, have receded }d per !b., and at the 
time we write, the market is heavy, with a downward tendency. The ab- 
sorbing feeling in railway shares may have partially contributed to this, 
and the rising price of provisions, with the approach of winter, is also to 
be taken into account. The Committee of nate have declared the 
price for the present week to be—Bowed 4 1-2d ; Mobile 4 5-Sd; and New 
Orleans Sd. 
Prosrects or tre Harvest.—The reports which have reached us 
since our last, respecting the progress made with the harvest in the north, 
are not of a character to allay the excitement previously felt on the sub- 
ject. It is feared—and not without reason—that the more backward parts 
of the kingdom may fare even worse than the south. . p 

By our Scotch advices, we learn that. the harvest operations, which had 
been interrupted by the heavy rain that fell between the 16th and 22d, had 
again been actively resumed. 
From Ireland the complaints 4n regard to this matter are, however, be- 
coming general; even along the West coast, where he crop was pre- 
viously stated to have eseaped injury, the root has, it is stated, been dis- 
covered to have been attacked. On the whole we are disposed to think 
that the harvest will turn out better in Ireland than on this side of the 
channel. The rise in the English markets had had the effect of causing 
an advance in the value of both wheat and oats.
